WOODSTOCK: TWENTY YEARS AFTER 


by Eric Brothers 

Ralph Lake of Casper, Wyoming was 
the first to arrive. The long-time hippie 
planted his geodesic tent near the stone 
monument that commemorates the 
event he had come to celebrate. He 
was, of course, celebrating the Wood- 
stock Music and Art Festival 20 years 
after on the same site and on the Same 
days that saw 400,000 hippies descend 
on Bethel, NY, for three days in August 
in 1969. 

"I've been smoking marijuana and 
cating acid and peyote for probably 25 
years,” Lake boasted. He was particu- 
iarly excited about the crowd of thou- 
sands that, like him, decided to hang out 
on Yasgur’s Farm as a show of commu- 


nity. This wasn’t simply a reunion of 
grown-up "flower children"; there were 
teenagers wearing Metallica t-shirts, 


members of a New York City motorcy- 
cle gang, local farmers, families with 
children, senior citizens, old hippies 
like Lake and, of course, the press. 

The first day of the anniversary, Au- 
gust 15, was commemorated in a’ spe- 
cial way by two local musicians, At 
5:07 est, twenty years to the minute that

According to one Woodstock veteran, who returned for the 
anniversary, "Without a doubt, there’s a message here.” 


Richie Havens was pushed on stage at 
the original festival, Rich Pell and Will 
Hoppey began jamming on a wooden 
stage where the original one sat twenty 
years earlier. This marked the beginning 
‘of the Free Stage, where anyone who 
‘wanted to could perform in front of the 
steadily growing audience. The concert 
‘was totally spontaneous and lasted, off 
and on, for the five days people camped 
‘on the site. 

Meanwhile, another concert at the 
Imperial Hotel in nearby Swan Lake, 
was scheduled to mark the anniversary 
Dubbed "Remember Woodstock,” this 
three-night concert cost $30 per night 
and featured a few Woodstock veterans. 
‘Only 400 people showed up each of the 
first two nights and the last show was 
cancelled. When asked why they were 
not going to the Imperial Hotel concert, 
many people at the site--both veterans 
of the ‘69 festival and current 
celebrants--simply said they did not 
want to leave Yasgur’s sloping alfalfa 
field 

Volunteers from local ambulance 
corps set up a first-aid tent at the site’s 
entrance and ran it 24 hours a day. Free 
food--including hot dogs, corn on the 
cob and coffee--was given out to those 
who couldn’t afford it. The aroma of 
pot and beer scented the air. Strangers 
struck up conversations, talking as if 
they had known each other for years. 


Everybody was "grooving" to the sights 
and sounds of the “new” Woodstock. 
"Without a doubt,” said Duke Devlin, 
who came to the original festival and 
remained in the Bethel area, "there’s a 
message here."

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ON THE OREGON TRAIL, RECRIM FAILS

Oregon was the first state to decriminal- 
ize pot. In 1973, the Oregon legislature 
made possession of an ounce or less of 
marijuana a simple violation subject to 
a ticket and a $100 fine. Today, several 
factors have made Oregon a frontline in 
the government's War on Drugs. 

‘Oregon produces the nation’s largest 

arijuana crop, valued at well over one 
billion dollars annually. While outdoor 
growers ply their trade in uninhabited 
southern Oregon, indoor growers are 
rapidly multiplying in the state’s urban 
centers. Cheap electricity, availability 
of top-notch strains and rising prices 
continue to swell the number of Ore- 
gon's indoor marijuana plantations-- 
estimated to exceed 25,000 in Portland 
alone. 

Oregon is the only state to put legal- 
ization of marijuana possession and cul- 
tivation for personal use up for a vote. 
(Alaska’s Supreme Court legalized per- 
sonal cultivation in 1973.) In 1986, the 
Oregon Marijuana Initiative (OMI) 
gathered enough signatures to force a 
vote on the pot issue. The proposal was 
rejected by 74 percent of Oregon’s vot- 
ers. 


OMI is again at work with a new pro- 
posal which would allow Oregon adults 
(over 21) to legally grow three plants 
for personal use with the purchase of a 
$50 state permit. Funds raised through 
the sale of these permits would be used 
for alcohol and drug treatment. In July, 
the campaign had 20,000 of the 80,000 
signatures needed to force another vote 
on the marijuana issue. The activists are 
aiming for the November 1990 election. 

Meanwhile, the 1989 Oregon legisla- 
ture has adopted a get-tough attitude to- 
wards marijuana. Anti-marijuana_ac- 
tivists, well organized after opposing 
the °86 Initiative, lobbied extensively 
this past spring to recriminalize posses 
sion of less than an ounce of cannabis. 
OMI lobbyists were able to prevent the 
reactionary pols from raising the pos- 
session penalty to a more serious misde- 
meanor status (in other words, to a 
jailable offense), but couldn’t stop the 
state legislature from increasing the fine 
and penalties for possession of an ounce 
or less from a $100 fine to a minimum 
of $500 and maximum of $1,000 as of 
January 1, 1990. The new law includes |

The state can now pe- 
nalize parents who refuse to enter treat- 
ment by taking custody of their chil- 
dren. 

More bad news from the Beaver State 
came in July when Gov. Neil Gold- 
schmidt called out 40 National Guard 
troops to assist Portland-area police in 
drug cases, making Portland the first 
city in the country to use the National 
Guard to fight drugs. Appearing on 
NBC’s Today program, Portland’s 
Mayor Bud Clark said, "This may be a 
model. It’s a good example for the rest 
of the country... Portland is a test mar- 
ket for new products. Now we can be a 
testing ground for innovative govern- 
ment. 

While Oregon’s director of the Na- 
tional Guard, Gen. Fred Rees, admitted 
that the Department of Defense had giv- 
en Oregon $474,000 to battle drugs and 
crime, he said, "The National Guard is 
not supposed to be in the arrest or 
seizure business." 

The governor, who deployed the 
tional Guard for the first time since 
1970, did not appear at Ree’s announce- 
ment. The state’s criminal justice coor- 
dinator, Robert Jackson, Said, "We're 
not going to walk away from this saying 
40 troops is enough until we've gotten 
rid of the drug problem in Oregon and 
specifically Portland." 

After two weeks on duty, the troops, 
ying .45 caliber sidearms, had pub- 

assisted in a sweep of drug hous. 
es and a teenager curfew roundup. Ore- 
gon's State Police Lt. Bernie Giusto 
said, "Marijuana is still the number one 
drug problem in Oregon.” Military in- 
frared heat scanners are being used to 
detect indoor marijuana growe 

There was good news to report, how- 
ever, when activists staged a smoke-in 
on June 27, during the Green Party's 
annual convention in Eugene. Protestors 
marched with a 25-foot long joint for 
more than a mile through Eugene to the 
convention being held at the University 
of Oregon. The huge doobie was the 
creation of hempmeister Jack Herer, 
who personally decorated the spliff. 

The rally was staged to urge the 
Greens to highlight marijuana reform in 
their agenda. Speaking at the event 
were OMI representative John Sajo, 
Yippie activist Dana Beal and pot ac- 
tivists Dr. Fred Oerther and Herer. 
Three bands provided entertainment for 
the crowd. 

The peaceful march and protest, 
billed as a spontaneous demonstration 
for freedom, was carefully monitored 
by the local police. No arrests. were 
made.

The horror of crack addiction is beyond 
imagination. Recovery can only be de- 
scribed as miraculous and, as discussed 
last issue ("Finding the Cure for 
Crack"), can only be achieved on a 
long-term basis through twelve-step 
programs such as Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. 

What follows is one man’s account of 
his recent recovery from crack and co- 
caine addiction: 

It was New Year’s Eve. I was in my 
sophomore year of college at an Ivy 
League school. I had mono, was frail 
and weak and should have been home 
resting, but I went to a party anyway. 

My sister's boyfriend invited me into 
the ladies’ room with him. He was good 
looking, really sharp and rich. He took 
out a $100 dollar bill full of white pow- 
der, grabbed this girl--a gorgeous, exot- 
ic, Spanish-looking woman with a red 
spaghetti strap dress on--and sprinkled 
the powder across her breasts. He pro- 
ceeded to roll up the $100 dollar bill 
and tell me to snort the line off her 
chest. I did exactly as he said, and then 
the girl asked when she'd get hers. He 
told her to shut up, that she would have 
her turn, He took one strap off her 
shoulder and I took the other off. She 
wriggled free of her dress and we just 
started making out right there. I 
thought, "This stuff makes me know 
that I'm God.” 

I was completely in the moment and 
at peace. But it seemed that every time 
after that coke experience I was just 
chasing the first high. But that first time 
would be the only time it felt like that. 

At first, I got Coke for free. When I 
had to start paying for it, I stole my sis~ 
ter’s credit cards, And it wasn’t about 
getting high, it was about staying in 
control. What a deal this was for some- 
one who got beat up alll the time as a 
kid. Now I had all these new friends, 
not to mention gorgeous women, be- 
cause I had coke. I treated them the 
same way I was treated when I was 
younger. You want my coke, you take 
Your shirt off. 

I could make anyone do whatever I 
wanted. 

Time went on, more scamming, rip- 
ping off dealers and getting thrown out 
of school. The fourth time I got back in- 
to school I made a real effort to stop. I 
bought books and studied, but then I got 
bored and I started to freebase. 

The first time I based was at a birth- 
day party for me. I saw people passing 
this bong around and I asked if it was 
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pot they were smoking. "No, better," 
somebody said. They were really mel- 
low; the sound of the water bubbling 
seemed good and the white smoke was 
clean and minty. So I did a hit. The high 
came so much quicker, was so much 
more intense than lines. I jumped 
around the apartment and then went to 
this bar I was always afraid to go to. 
Base made me feel six-foot-nine. 

Thooked up with this little skinny 
guy with a mouse face, who was based 
out of his head. He fronted me every- 
thing, and when I asked him why he 
was doing this for me, he said, "Be- 
cause I love you.” No one knew him or 
would talk to him, He needed me. 

One day, he said he’d added it all up, 
and I owed him $15,000. When I 
protested, he pulled out a gun and said I 
had a few months to get him the money. 
I placed bets with a bookie to raise 
some of the money, but mostly I robbed 
and scammed. I stole from roommates, 
broke into dorm rooms; I got thrown 
out of school again. After forging thou- 
sands of dollars of my parents’ checks 
and stealing my father’s prescription 
card (he’s a doctor), they handed me 
$200 and threw me out of the house. 

1 wandered around homeless in New 
York’s Grand Central Station for a 
while.Then I left New York and went to 
Florida where I immediately started 
basing and drinking with some Colom- 
bians. Months later, on another New 
Year's Eve, I flew back to New York. 
One of the stewardesses on the flight in- 
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vited me to a party when we landed. 

The next thing I remember is coming 
‘out of a blackout and two blonde stew- 
ardesses were holding my wrists and 
banging me [injecting me] with cocaine. 
I moved in with one of the stewardess- 
es, but eventually she threw me out for 
1g from her. 

‘One day, I made eye contact with a 
kid sitting on a park bench. "You wanna 
smoke some crack?" he said and offered 
me this pipe. It wasn’t like lines or even 
base. Crack gave me what I always 
wanted--total silence. First I'd hear 
metal banging in my head, 
then...catatonic. Though my new crack 
friends would get violent and manic, for 
me it was like having a lobotomy. 

Crack took away anything that was 
left of myself--even my drinking. I 
couldn't have conversation because all I 
could think about was crack. Actually, I 
didn’t have any thoughts about any- 
thing. I stooped so low that I bought a 
switchblade and started mugging 
Japanese tourists. 

Idid crack for about eight months-- 
eight fucking miserable months. But 
you can’t keep going on crack, you just 
can’t. My last day, Flocked myself out 
of my apartment and suddenly I was 
afraid to use my knife [to mug tourists]. 
For the first time in my life, Tbegged 
for spare change. 

Thad been through a lot of pain be- 
fore, but crack was the worst. I looked 
in the mirror and howled--an anguished 
scream at the top of my lungs--at what 
I'd become. 

Thanks to my brother, who was in 
Alcoholics Anonymous, I finally went 
to an AA meeting. I had no attitude. 
They could see that I was ready. All it 
really took was this girl who came over 
to me and said "We love you," to keep 
me going to the meetings. They told me 
to be brutally honest, so I threw chairs 
at them and called them faggots, and 
kept going to the meetings. 

Thad really gotten insane. I would sit 
at meetings all day and then be afraid to 
leave the meeting place. People would 
invite me out for coffee, but I just sat 
there. They brought me donuts. They 
cared. 

Thad nothing when I came in, but 
when I put my hand up in a meeting I 
was included the same way I was in- 
cluded when I walked into a room with 
cocaine in it. The same feeling. But I 
had real friends now. I didn’t have to do 
anything, just get better. Their love was 
strictly unconditional. 

Now, 13 months later, I have an 
apartment with my name on the lease 
and my own phone. I’m not a small boy 
lost in the big world anymore. I'm hap- 
py, joyous and free, but of course, there 
is some pain. I understand pain now, 
and don’t try to go around it. Once I'go 
through it, I never have to go through 
the same pain again. @ 
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PARAQUAT’S BACK

A small percentage of street-bought 
marijuana was found to be contaminat- 
ed with paraquat or glyphosate, the 
DEA revealed in August. These two 
toxic herbicides are used by foreign 
governments and encouraged and fund- 
ed by the United States. 

Last summer, the DEA purchased 
100 street samples of marijuana in New 
York, Atlanta, Chicago, Dallas and Los 
Angeles. The buys were made as part of 
a research program to track price, po- 
tency, availability and country of origin 
of street pot. Ten percent of the samples 
were tainted--seven with paraquat, three 
with glyphosate. Joan Zolak, a research 
specialist for the DEA, told the Wash- 
ington Post that the survey was " 
limited to make any broad-based gener- 
alizations.” 

But Doug McVay, Projects Coordi- 
nator for NORML, says, "This shows 
the failure of officials to keep contami- 
nated marijuana from being sold.” In 
the past, NORML has used the courts to 
force the DEA to follow elaborate pro- 
cedures, to insure that marijuana 
sprayed with paraquat is taken into Fed- 
eral custody. Paraquat has only been 
sprayed within the United States a few 
times this decade, most recently on wild 
hemp in Texas. Domestic’ use of 
paraquat has been defended as a means 
of preventing foreign governments from 
halting their own spraying programs. 

Glyphosate is sold here under the 
name "Roundup" and is used in Ja- 
maica, Colombia and Belize. Paraquat 
is the herbicide of choice for the Mexi- 

tion campaign, 
which targets an annual marijuana crop 
in excess of 12 million pounds. Mexico 
is the second-largest foreign supplier of 
cannabis to the U 

Javier Trevino, counselor for drug 
policy at the Mexican Embassy in 
Washington, DC, refused to comment 
on the issue of paraquat contamination 
of Mexican marijuana. However, he 
stressed that the Mexican government is 
“working very strongly to eradicate 
marijuana in Mexico. It is a national 
priority. We are not worried about the 
effects the marijuana might have[in the 
US].” Nor is he very concerned about 
the effects paraquat might have on Mex- 
icans who are sprayed with the stuff. 

Exposure to paraquat can cause fibro- 
sis of the lungs and, according to the 
National Academy of Sciences, even 
lead to death. Nonetheless, our govern- 
ment officials continue to claim that the 
effects of marijuana smoking are more 
of a health threat than the one posed by 
paraquat spraying in eradication pro- 

rams. 

NORML counsels concern, but cau- 
tions against over-reaction, "There is 
probably no need for panic,” says Mc- 


Vay, who believes that the main unin- 
tended result of spraying programs will 

itably boost the popularity of 
home-grown.” The original application 
of paraquat in Mexico in 1978 is widely 
credited with having been a major fac- 
tor in the emergence of the US marijua- 
na‘industry. 

Although the likelihood that any giv- 
en purchase of marijuana could be con- 
taminated is small, there are only two 
completely reliable ways to protect 
yourself--either have the DEA test it for 
you or buy domestic. Given this choice,

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In the TV documentary, Sarchmo, 
which aired on PBS stations in July, the 
story of Louis Armstrong’s fondness for 
marijuana was told. Armstrong, who 
was busted for smoking pot outside Se- 
bastian’s Cotton Club in Los Angeles in 
1930, called marijuana "an insulator 
against the pain of racism." He smoked 
it all his life. 

Saxophonist Dexter Gordon, who 
was a member of Armstrong’s band in 
the °40s, related this wonderful story to 
the program's director, Gary Giddins 
(he wrote the book, Satchmo, which the 
documentary was based on) 

"Byery night in the intermissions I'd 
go out and roll up a couple of joints of 
good Mexican grass. Often Pops [Arm- 
strong’s nickname among jazz mu: 
cians} was out there and he would come 
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with what he would call his New Or- 
Jeans Golden Leaf, which was very. 
very sad--it was terrible, did nothing. 
Funny thing happened. After a couple 
of weeks, I noticed every time there was 
intermission, I'd go outside and Pops 
would be there. Finally, one night I 
said, ‘Pops, I noticed the last couple of 
weeks you don’t come out with your 
New Orleans Golden Leaf anymore.” 
He said, ‘Shit, son--that’s like bringing 
a hamburger to a banquet.”” 

Fellow trumpeter and band leader 
Zilner Randolph added about Arm- 
strong: "When he came off the intermi 
sion, Pops would say, ‘I’m ready, I’m 
ready, so help me, I’m ready.’ When he 
said that, the folks just rolled in. And he 
was ready, Pops was really ready. Uh 
hum.” SB

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MORE MYTHS ABOUT MARIJUANA 


Myths have played a major role in the 
history of the anti-marijuana laws. What 
used io be a medicine highly valued by 
American physicians has become a for- 
bidden Schedule I drug--not available 
for use even by prescription. Originally 
outlawed because of widespread “reefer 
madness" scare stories, current cries of 
alarm concerning the dangers of mari- 
juana warn of "amotivational syn- 
drome"--a complete turnaround. Outra- 
geous claims about marijuana’s nega- 
tive health effects continue despite a 
long history of worldwide use with no 
drug-related deaths. It boggles the mind 
that simply because an "un-truth” is put 
in print by someone in “authority,” it is 
accepted as gospel truth, Let’s examine 
some of these claims. 

Reefer Madness: In 1937, Harry 
Anslinger (head of the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics, now the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration) testified before 
Congress claiming, "Marijuana is the 
most violence-causing drug in the histo- 
ry of mankind.” Stories of people going 
insane or committing crimes such as 
rape and murder while under the influ- 
ence of marijuana were spread through 
the media. However, 11 years later, 
Anslinger contradicted his origin: 
claims and pronounced that marijuana 
caused its users to become pacifisti 
This turnabout came too late: Millions 
of Americans had already viewed the 
1936 film, Reefer Madness, and most 
Americans held the myth to be true. To- 
day, many senior citizens remember and 
still believe in "reefer madnes 

Amotivational Syndrome: Twenty 
years after Anslinger’s introduction of 
the marijuana pacifist, "amotivational 
syndrome” began being promoted, as 
another consequence of marijuana use. 
This syndrome is marked by personality 
changes such as apathy, loss of ambi- 
tion, loss of effectiveness, diminished 
ability to carry out long-term plans, dif- 
ficulty in concentration and decline in 
school or work performance. The prob- 
lem here seems to be one of putting the 
cart before the horse: Which comes 
first, heavy marijuana use or amotiva- 
tional syndrome? Some researchers be- 
lieve that heavy marijuana use may be a 
response to an already present syn- 
drome. Currently, there is no consensus. 
among researchers that marijuana caus- 
es amotivational syndrome, but there 
does seem to be a relationship between 


the syndrome and heavy marijuana use. 

Marijuana is a Dangerous Health 
Risk: Some of the supposed health risks 
linked to marijuana (causing AIDS, for 
instance) are So outrageous that I refuse 
to address them. But I will address 
whether marijuana causes lung cancer, 
heart and brain damage, birth defects or 
gynecomastia (breast development in 
males), decreases sperm count in males, 
breaks chromosomes or is highly addic- 
tive. 

But first I'd like to squelch the 
biggest myth of all: that legal drugs are 
safe. Pharmaceutical companies contin- 
ually claim that their drug "goes right to 
the pain,” is "completely safe and effec- 
tive” and so on. We are supposed to 
conclude that as long as a drug is "rec- 
ommended by most doctors” and is sold 
over-the-counter there is no health risk 


associated with its use. Not so. No drug 
is completely safe--even aspirin and 
Tylenol use cause many deaths each 
year. 

To tell you that marijuana is com- 
pletely safe would be to tell a lie. How- 
ever, unlike most new drugs, marijuana 
has been consumed for thousands of 
years; history has not validated the 
"dangerous drug” scares. But why is 
there so much confusion about marijua- 
na’s health effects? The reasons are nu- 
merous. Because of its illegal status, 
most of the research done has been per- 
formed on mice, monkeys or other non- 
humans. Although such studies can give 
helpful information, especially with 
newly-developed drugs, the results can- 
not be directly related to humans. Other 
studies have been conducted on humans 
using THC capsules--not marijuana, 
with its numerous cannabinoids. These 
results cannot be directly related to mar- 
ijuana. 


Another very important factor to con- 
sider is dosage. In some marijuana stud- 
ies, animals were given very high 
dosages until a negative effect was 
achieved. Was the negative effect per- 
manent or just dose-related? Long-term 
studies on humans have not always 
been valid because of the lack of quality 
control: What was the THC content? 
Was there any contamination (from 
drugs or other matter)? Was there other 
drug use? Do some of the carcinogens 
come from the paper used to roll the 
joint? These are just some of the factors 
that add to the confusion. The logic in 
many cases seems to be nothing more 
than "it’s illegal, so there must be some- 
thing dangerous about it.” 

Now back to the health-risk claims. 
Marijuana causes lung cancer or lung 
damage: More studies are needed, but 
heavy, chronic marijuana use can cause 
damage to the lungs and airway. Caus- 
es heart damage: Generally, smoking 
marijuana can have effects similar to 
stress, but there is little evidence of per- 
manent damage. For people with heart 
problems, the increase in heart rate and 
possibly blood pressure caused by 
smoking can be a dangerous side effect. 
Causes gynecomastia: There have 
been a few rare cases; males are encour- 
aged to stop using marijuana if this de- 
velops. 

Marijuana decreases sperm count 
or motility: Studies have shown a de- 
crease in sperm count and motility, but 
by no means has this been effective a 
method of birth control. The count and 
motility appear to return to normal 
when marijuana use is discontinued for 
a period of time. Breaks chromo- 
somes: Marijuana use does not appear 
to break chromosomes. Causes birth 
defects: There is no conclusive evi- 
dence of this; many of the studies in- 
clude women who also consume alco- 
hol, tobacco or other drugs which have 
been linked to birth defects. NORML 
does not recommend marijuana use (or 
any other drug) during pregnancy. 

Marijuana is highly addict 
There are no dangerous withdrawal 
symptoms when a heavy, chronic user 
abruptly stops smoking. However, some 
people may become addicted to mari- 
juana, and are unable to use it in a con- 
trolled manner. People who use psy- 
choactive drugs on a regular basis must 
assume responsibility for the conse- 
quences of their use. If unable to do so, 
a person should seek professional help 
for possible addiction. @

THE MOHAWK TAKES A STAND

recent Mohawk warrior in full sum- 
mer camouflage gear peers down a dark 
stretch of Highway 37 through a night- 
spotting scope, the bayonet fixed to his 
new-smelling AK-47. About a half- 
mile away, just over the recognized bor- 
der of the Akwesasne territory in 
Massena, NY, a detail of eight state 
troopers pops road flares to illuminate a 
restricted-entry checkpoint. The Akwe- 
sasne-its Christian name is "St. 
Regis".-is.a stretch of hardwood forest 
about six miles long and three miles 
wide, straddling both sides of the St. 
Lawrence River where upstate New 
York and Canada meet. For over two 
weeks, solemn warriors have been en- 
gaged in a standoff with Federal assault 
teams and New York state troopers. 

‘The young Mohawk, in his twenties, 
pushes the AK-47 across a tangle of 
searchlights and radio leads cluttering 
the hood of a rusted-out Oldsmobile, 
which serves as a barricade for their 
checkpoint. Thirty rounds of 7.62 am- 
munition are jacked into each AK, with 
a second clip taped to the first, for quick 
flip-flop. Task the youngest of the five 
warriors at the outpost what he would 
so if the National Guard invaded the: 

ez. 

"Some of us would get killed," he 
says. "But for every one of us they got, 
twenty of them would die." 

"We got a man out there in the 
woods," mumbles another, nodding his 
head in the direction of the state police. 
As he raises his arm to point, a rifle shot 
explodes in the darkness a few hundred 
yards away. In one unconscious mo- 


tion, all five of the barricade warriors 
rack a shell into their rifle chambers, 
locked and loaded. We snuff the lights 
and wait. 

‘Only two weeks earlier, Highway 37 
had been jammed with Montreal gam- 
blers who drove an hour to lose big 
money at Akwesasne’s seven high- 
stakes casinos. Only bingo and lottery 
are legal in either New York State or 
the Canadi: vinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, all of which come together at 
Akwesasne. US Feds now claimed to 
have the jurisdiction necessary to close 
down the casinos, which have been 
operating for about two years, A signif- 
icant portion of the Six Nations Iroquois 
Confederacy--the related tribes who. 
share Akwesasne--believe the US no 
more has rights in their territory than it 
does in Grenada, Nicaragua or Puerto 
Rico. 

Last July 20, a huge assault team, 
comprised of about 100 Federal agents, 
200 NY state troopers and a half-dozen 
U-Haul trucks roared into Akwesasne at 
dawn, bearing arrest warrants for 12 
casino operators and looking for slot 
machines. Both Guilford White, owner 
of the Mohawk Bingo Palace, and Ant- 
hony Laughing, owner of Tony’s Vegas 
International, admitted that Mohawk 
businesses had been tipped off days be- 
fore. No one found any slots. 

Indeed, a bleary-eyed mob of armed 
and pissed-off warriors dragged logs 
and tanker trucks across the road, seal- 
ing off the central village of Hogans- 
burg.

What with all that messy oil spilling go- 
ing on--and not just in Alaska’s Prince 
William Sound, (see last month’s High- 
Sci), but also in three other spots around 
the US, all occurring within one 12- 
hour stretch last June--and the growing 
worries about fossil-fuel burning, nucle- 
ar plant safety and waste disposal, it 
would figure that initiatives toward 
clean energy alternatives would once 
again be coming under discussion. 
All kinds of wacky ideas have been 
popping up; some, like plans for vast 
fields of giant-propeller windmills, are 
just dusted-off ‘70s energy crisis-era 
_ concepts; others are genuinely new and 
resourceful applications of current tech- 
| know-how, Of the latter type, two re- 
cent proposals sound pretty cool. One 
employs a floating sea platform that 
pumps hot surface water 200 feet down 
to vaporize a low-boiling-point liquid 
(propylene), producing steam which ris- 
es to the surface to spin electricity- 
producing turbines, then condenses 
back into a liquid and drops down be- 
"fore starting the process all over again. 
The Indonesian government is already 
committed to buying all the juice turned 
‘out by four of these “ocean thermal- 
energy conversion plants" built by an 
outfit called Sea Solar Power (each of 
which is expected to produce 100 
megawatts). 
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The second interesting proposal uses 
semiconductor technology in an electro- 
chemical imitation of photosynthesis 
(the sun-powered process plants use to 
manufacture energy). In this device, so- 
lar energy excites electrons in a thin 
semiconductor-sheathed membrane. 
These cranked-up little guys then 
bounce around inside neighboring ves- 
sels of sea-water, breaking the HxO 
down into its component hydrogen 

atoms and hydroxyl ions. When the cir- 
cuit is completed, electric current starts 
to flow. Clean, simple and quite 
promising. 

Fusion power, a non-polluting and in- 
| exhaustable form of nuclear energy, is 
still the idea that attracts the most scien- 
fic attention and government money. 
Billions have been spent since the early 
*50s on sustaining a controlled fusion 
_ reaction (hydrogen bombs are examples 
of uncontrolled fusion reactions), but 
scientists have still come up short on 
one essential detail: it costs more in en- 
ergy to initiate and contain the highly 
volatile fusion of hydrogen atoms into 
helium than the process puts out in har- 
_ nessable power. What is called the 
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"break even" point for energy has yet to 
be aitained. The biggest problem facing 
physicists has been how to contain a re- 
action that requires temperatures in the 
millions of degrees (centigrade) before 
the desired clumping of molecules be- 
gins to occur. Anything solid just melts 
when confronted with heat that intense, 
so scientists have been working with 
hugely powerful (and expensive) mag- 
netic field generators that keep the fuel 
suspended inside donut-shaped contain- 
ers, where in a plasma state (somewhere 
between a solid and a liquid) it can be 
bombarded radio waves and parti- 
cle beams. Using this technology, a 
$314 million machine at Princeton's 
Plasma Physics Lab has fired heavy- 
hydrogen fuel (deuterium) up to 
300,000,000°C and produced energy 
just shy of the break even point. Faced 
with budget cuts, physicists there figure 
it'll be another three to five years before 
they can nudge their "tokamak" (noz a 
pot-smoking device) over the line into 
surplus energy production. 

Meanwhile, Japan and Europe are 
surging ahead with their own better- 
funded fusion research efforts-- 
especially Japan, where scientists are 
having great success with a system us- 
ing laser beams to juice up the reac- 
tion’s temperature. Foolishly, such 
technology is classified by the US mili- 
tary as secret (Star Wars and all that), 
thereby hindering free exchange of data 
and slowing research progress in this 
country (stuff published uncensored in 
Japanese journals is actually verboten 
here in the States, and an issue of Scien- 
tific American reporting some of their 
results was barred from circulation at 
US labs!). Needless to say, this state of 
affairs has made US physicists mighty 
cranky, faced with the humbling 
prospect of US scientific hegemony be- 
ing challenged for the first time in the 
post-World War II era. 

Into this big bubbling vat of contro- 
versy stumbled a couple of chemists 
(that designation is crucial)--Martin 
Fleischmann, of the University of 
Southampton (UK) and B. Stanley 
Pons, of the University of Utah. Last 
March they announced yet-to-be- 
published findings at a public news con- 
ference (a double-barreled breach of 
scientific protocol), claiming they had 
successfully initiated a "cold" fusion re- 
action in a simple, room temperature ta- 
ble-top device. This was akin to a cave- 
man announcing to a group of pyro- 
phobes that he’d not only just discov- 
ered fire, but also invented matches. 
The rest of the scientific world, not sur- 
prisingly, reacted accordingly--they 
reached for their clubs.

UICK FLASHE 


DRUGS ARE GOOD 
A one-year study of hirees who 
underwent pre-employment 
urinary toxicology screening at 
a large hospital show there was 
no difference in comparisons of 
job performance, job retention, 
supervisor evaluations, and 
reasons for termination between 
drug-positive and drug-negative 
employees. In fact, while 11 
drug-negative employees were 
fired during the study, no 
drug-positive worker was. The 
findings were published by Dr. 
David Parish at the Department 
of Internal Medicine at the 
Mercer University School of 
Medicine in Macon, Georgia. 


MUNCHIES FOR REAL! 
According to American Health, 
behavioral scientist Richard 
Foltin tested six adult men for 
13 days at the Johns Hopkins 
School of Medicine for signs of 
marijuana munchies. The men 
smoked four joints, or four 
placebos, a day. On the days 

they got high, the men ate 40 
percent more calories (mostly 
candy bars, cookies, puddings) 
than on days they smoked the 
placebo joints, and gained an 
average of six pounds over the 
13-day test period. Foltin also 
noted that the men slept longer 
and were less active on days 
they got stoned, which may 
have led to burning fewer 
calories. 


MARIJUANA MARTYR 
BUSTED AGAIN 

Roger Trenton Davis, who 
appeared on the cover of the 
July 1983 issue of HIGH 
‘TIMES and was portrayed by 
Rolling Stone and Playboy as a 
“marijuana martyr" for being 
sentenced to 40 years in prison 
for possession of eight ounces, 
was convicted again recently for 
possession (of six ounces) with 
intent to distribute. A Federal

TESTING TRICKS 
Endocrinologist Dr. Joel 
Ehrenkranz, told Newsweek in 
July that "drug testing 
procedures established by the 
federal government are so easy 
to beat that they are essentially 
worthless.” The magazine 
reported that up to 40 percent of 
urine samples in employee 
drug-testing programs are fakes. 
One trick used is to substitute 
Diet Mountain Dew for urine: it 
has the same pH and density as 
urine. Another trick: place an 
old sample under your armpit 
for an hour to raise the liquid’s 
temperature. Submit that one 
instead. "The guidelines for 
checking the temperatures of 
samples are woefully 
imprecise," Newsweek said.

Although the tests 
are “voluntary,” hundreds of 
workers, as much as 40 percent 
of the cleanup force, have been 
terminated for refusing to take 
the tests, which include high 
levels of alcohol as well as pot 
and prescription drugs as cause 
for failure.

gambling, but religious and community 
groups boycotted the vote. Swamp and 
many others would sanction the casinos 
if more of the profits would be dis- 
tributed throughout the community. 

“L offered the Tribal Council $50,000 
a month,” Anthony Laughing explained. 
"They turned me down and called in the 
US government to make the rules.” The 
Mohawk Bingo Palace already operates 
under such a deal. Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs regulations would have him turn- 
ing over 60 percent of his profits, a 
vastly greater sum. 

What Laughing essentially was say- 
ing was this: don’ kill the native Ameri- 
can smuggling trade. Casino owners are 
willing to make deals to keep the Feds 
out of Akwesasne because, if they come 
in, it means paying Federal taxes on 
bling profits. Indians don’t pay tax- 
on their Rez income, and aren’t re- 
quired to collect state taxes on 
cigarettes, alcohol or gasoline. No one 
wants to create a precedent by taxing 
the gambling monies. 

Backwoods Rez roads reportedly 
cross the US-Quebec border out of sight 
from any Customs house, and access to 
the St. Lawrence makes it a perfect 
drop/pickup point for not only cheap to- 
bacco, booze and petrol, but also guns, 
explosives and people on the lam. De- 
liveries can come into Akwesasne on 
the US side, float across the river and 
drive right on out the Canadian side 
without passing checkpoints. A warrior 
told me in confidence that it was "guar- 
anteed that stuff more illegal than to- 
bacco went across here.” Kingston 
Whig-Standard reporters claim that the 
cigarette trade nets millions of dollars 
per week when it’s running high. Cana- 
dian Customs Chief Art Lewis says that 
“Akwesasne isn’t one of our drug hot 
spots,” but concedes that "if it were, we 
wouldn't know about it. We don’t have 
any jurisdiction inside there.” 

Twelve days after Akwesasne was 
sealed off to everyone but residents and 
press, the three Tribal Chiefs met with 
Tepresentatives from NY Gov. Mario 
Cuomo’s office to get police check- 
points removed. It worked. At noon 
the next day, a reporter took me aside 
and told me in confidence that he knew 
there was a truck on the Rez already 
loaded with 300 cases of cheap 
cigarettes, pointed toward the river. 

T still haven't figured out what the 
hell the warrior was shootin’ at in the 
woods. He said he saw eyes in the 
darkness and he put a 7.62 round right 
between ‘em. Whatever--or whoever-it 
was, he would have killed it. @

THE CURIOUS ADVENTURES OF AN INDIVIDUAL 

WHO INDULGED IN A FEW PIPEFULS 

OF THE NARCOTIC HEMP 

“And so you think that opium smoking as seen in the 
foul cellars of Mott Street and elsewhere is the only 
form of narcotic indulgence of any consequence in this 
city, and that hashish, fused at all, is only smoked 
occasionally and experimentally by a few 
individual: 

That certainly is my opinion, and I consider myself 
fairly well informed. 

"Well, you are far from right, as I can prove to you if 

ou care to inform yourself more fully on the subject. 
There is a large community of hashish smokers in this 
city, who are daily forced to indulge their morbid 
appetites, and I can take you to a house uptown where 
hemp is used in every conceivable form, and where the 
lights, sounds, odors, and surroundings are all arranged 
so as to intensify and enhance the effects of this 
wonderful narcotic.” 

“L must confess that I am still incredulous.” 

“Well, if it is agreeable to you, meet me at the 
Hoffman House reading room tomorrow at ten o'clock, 
and | think I shall be able to convince you. 

The above is the 
substance of a 
conversation that took 
place in the lobby of a 
downtown hotel 
between the writer of 
these lines and a young, 
man about 38 years of 
age known to me for 

me years past as an 
opium smoker. It was 
through his kindness 
that I had first gained 
access to and had been 
able to study up the 
subject of opium 
smoking. Fence I really 
anticipated seeing some 
interesting phases of 
hemp indidgence-and 
was not disappointed 

The following evening at precisely ten o’clock I met 
the young man at the Hoffman House, and together we 
took a Broadway car uptown, left it at 42nd Street, and 
walked rapidly toward the North River talking as we 
went 

"You will probably be greatly surprised at many 
things you will sce tonight,” he said, "just as I was when 
I was first introduced into the place by a friend. I have 
traveled over most of Europe and have smoked opium 
in every joint in America, but never saw anything so 
curious as this, nor experienced any intoxication so 
fascinating yet so terrible as that of hashish. 

‘Are the habitues of this place of the same class as 
those who frequent the opium-smoking di 

“By no means. They are about evenly divided 
between Americans and foreigners; indeed the place is 
kept by a Greek who has invested a great deal of money 
in it. All the visitors, both male and female, are of the 
better classes, and absolute secrecy is the rule. The 
house has been opened about two years, I believe, and 
the number of regular habitues is daily on the increase.” 

“Are you one of the number?

"Lam, and find the intoxication far pleasanter and less 
hurtful than that from opium. Ah! here we are.” 

We paused before a gloomy looking house, entered 
the gate, and passed up the steps. The windows were 
absolutely dark, and the entranceway looked dirty and 
desolate. Four pulls at the bell, a pause, and one more 
pull were followed by a few moment lence broken 
suddenly by the sound of falling chain, rasping bolt, 
and the grinding of a key in the lock. The outer door 
was carefully closed by Someone whom I could not 
distinguish in the utter darkness. A moment later the 
inner door was opened, and never shall I forget the 
impression produced by the sudden change from total 
darkness to the strange scene that met my eyes. The 
dark vestibule was the boundary line separating the 
cold, dreary streets and the ordinary world from a 
scene of Oriental magnificence. 

A volume of heavily scented air, close upon the heels 
of a deadly sickening odor, wholly unlike anything I 
had ever smelled, greeted my nostrils. A hall lamp of 
grotesque shape flooded the hall with a subdued violet 
flent that filtered through crenated disks of some violet 
fabric hung below it. The walls and ceilings, if ever 
modern, were no longer so, for they were Shut in and 
hung by festoons and plaits of heavy cloth fresh from 
Eastern looms. Tassels of blue, green, yellow, red, and 
tinsel here and there peeped forth matching the curious 
edging of variously colored beadwork that bordered 
each fold of drapery like 
a huge procession of 
luminous ants, and 
seemed to flow into little 
phosphorescent pools 
wherever the cloth was 
caught up. Queer figures 
and strange lettering in 
the same work were here 
and there disclosed upon 
the ceiling cloth. 

Along one side of the 
hall, between two doors, 
were ranged huge tubs 
and pots of majolicalike 
ware and blue-necked 
Japanese vases in which 
were plants, shrubs, and 
flowers of the most 
exquisite color and odor. 
Green vines clambered 
= up the walls and across 
the ceiling, and catching their tendrils in the balustrad. 
of the stairs (which were also of curious design), threw 
down long sprays and heavy festoons of verdure. 

As my companion, who had paused a moment to 
give mé time fo look about me, walked toward the far 
end of the hall, I followed him, and we passed into a 

mall room on the right where, with the assistance of a 
colored servant, we exchanged our coats, hats, and 
shoes, for others more in keeping with our 
surroundings. First a long plush gown quilted with silk 
down the front and irregularly ornamented in bead and 
braid with designs of serpents, flowers, crescents, and 
stars was slipped on over the head. Next a tasselled 
smoking cap was donned and the feet incased in 
noisless list slippers. In any other place or under any 
other circumstances I should have felt ridiculous in this 
costume, but so in keeping was it with all [had seen, 
and so thoroughly had I seemed to have left my 
every-day self in the dark vestibule, that I felt perfectly 
at home in my strange dress. We next crossed the hall to 
a.smaller room where a young man, apparently a 
Frenchman, furnished us--on the payment of two 
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dollars each--with two small pipes and a small covered 
bronze cup, or umn, filled with a dry green shrub which 
I subsequently learned was gunjelt (the dried tops and 
leaves of the hemp plant) for smoking, My friend, on 
the payment of a Further sum, obtained a curious little 
box which contained some small black lozenge: 
consisting of the resin of hemp, henbane, crushed 
datura seeds, butter, and honey, and known in India as 
Majoon--amongst the Moors as El Mogert. 

assing from this room we ascended the richly 
carpeted stairs se 
enarbored by vines |, 
and paused upon a 
landing, from 
which three doors 
opened. Upon one 
a pink card bore 
Dryden’s line: 

"Take the good 
the gods provide 
thee.” 

The knob turned = 
by my friend’s 
hand allowed the 
door to swing open : 
and, welcomed by | é os: 

a spice breeze from India, we were truly in paradise. 

“This,” he said in a whisper, "is the public room 
where anyone having pipe or lozenge and properly 
attired may enter and indulge--eat, smoke, or dream as 
best suits him. 

Wonder, amazement, admiration, but faintly portray 
my mental condition. Prepared by what I had already’ 
seen and experienced for something odd and Oriental, 
still the magnificence of what now met my gaze far 
surpassed anything I had ever dreamed of and brought 
to my mind the scenes of the Arabian Nights forgotten. 
since boyhood. My every sense was irresistably taken 
captive, and it was some moments before I could realize 
that I really was not the victim of some dream, for | 
seemed to have wholly severed my connection with the 
world of today and to have stepped back several 
centuries into the times of genii, fairies, and 
fountains--into the very heart of Persia or Arabia. 

Not an inharmonious detail marred the symmetry of 
the whole. Beneath, my feet sank almost ankle deep into 
a velvety carpet--a sea of subdued colors. Looked at 
closely, I found that the design was that of a garden: 
beds of luxurious flowers, stars and crescents, squares 
and diamond-shaped plots made up of thousands of 
rare exotics and richly colored leaves. Here a brook 
edged with damp verdure from beneath which peeped 
coy violets and tiny bluebells; there a serpentine 
gravelled walk that wound in and out amongst the 
exquisite plants, and everywhere a thousand shrubs in 
bloom or bud. Above, a magnificent chandelier 
consisting of six dragons of beaten gold from whose 
eyes and throats sprang flames--the light from which, 
striking against a series of curiously set prisms, fell 
shattered and scintillating into a thousand glancin; 
beams that illuminated every corner of the room. The 
rows of prisms being of clear and variously colored 
glass, and the dragons slowly revolving--a weird and 
everchanging hue was given to every object in the 
room. 

‘All about the sides of the spacious apartment upon 
the floor were mattresses covered with different colored 
cloth and edged with heavy golden fringe. Upon them 
were carelessly strewn rugs and mats of Persian and 
Turkish handicraft and sott pillows in heaps. Above the 
level of these divans there ran all about the room a 
series of huge mirrors framed with gilded serpents 
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intercoiled, effectually shutting off the windows. The 
effect was magnificent. There seemed to be twenty 

rooms instead of one, and everywhere could be seen the 
flame-tongued and fiery-eyed dragons slowly 
revolving, giving to all the appearance of a magnificent 
kaleidoscope in which the harmonious colors were ever 
blending and constantly presenting new combinations. 

Just as I had got thus far in my observations I caught 
sight of my friend standing at the foot of one of the 
divans and beckoning to me. At the same moment I also 

observed that 
several of the 
occupants of other 
divans were 
eyeing me 
suspiciously. I 
crossed to where 
he was, esteeming, 
it a desecration to 
walk on such a 
carpet, and 
despite my 
knowledge to the 
contrary, fearing 
every moment to 
: i is crush some 
beautiful rose or lily beneath my feet. Following my 
friend’s example, I slipped off my list foot-gear, and 
half reclined beside him on the divan and pillows that 
seemed to reach up and embrace us. Pulling a tasselled 
cord that hung above our heads, my friend spoke a few 
words to a gaudily turbaned colored servant who came 
noiselessly into the room in answer to his summons, 
disappeared again, and in a moment returned bearing a 
tray which he placed between us. Upon it was a smal 
lamp of silver filigree work, two globelike bowls, also of 
silver, from which protruded a long silver tube and a 
spoonlike instrument. The latter, I soon learned, was 
used to clean and fill the pipes. Placing the bronze jar of 
hashish on the tray, my friend bade me lay my pipe 
beside it and suck up the fluid in the silver cup through 
the long tube. I did so and found it delicious. 

“That,” said he, “is tea made from the genuine coca 
leaf. The cup is the real mate and the tube a real bombilla 
from Peru, Now let us smoke. The dried shrub here is 
known as guijelt, and is the dried tops of the hemp 
plant. Take a little tobacco from that jar and mix with it, 
else it will be found difficult to keep it alight. These 
lozenges here are made from the finest Nepaul resin of 
the hemp, mixed with butter, sugar, honey, flour, 

jounded datura seeds, some opium, and a little 
henbane, or hyoscyamus. | prefer taking these to 
smoking, but, to keep you company, I will also smoke 
tonight. Have no fear. Smoke four or five pipefuls of the 
guijeh and enjoy the effect. I will see that no harm 
‘befalls you 

Swallowing two of the lozenges, my guide filled our 
pipes, a ind we proceeded to smoke and watch the 
others. These pipes, the stems of which were about 
eighteen inches in length, were encrusted with designs 
in varicolored beads, strung on gold wire over a ground 
of some light spirally twisted tinsel marked off into 
diamond-shaped spaces by thin red lines. From the 

em two green and yellow silken tassels depended. A 

mall bell-shaped piece of clouded amber formed the 
mouthpiece, while at the other end was a small bowl of 
red clay scarcely larger than a thimble. As I smoked I 
noticed that about two-thirds of the divans were 
occupied by persons of both sexes, some of them 


masked, who were dressed in the same manner as 


ourselves. Some were smoking, some reclining listlessly 
upon the pillows, following the tangled thread of a 
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hashish reverie or dream. A middle-aged woman sat 
bolt-upright gesticulating and laughing quietly to 
herself; another with lackluster eyes and dropped jaw 
was swaying her head from side to side. A young man 
of about 18 was on his knees praying inaudibly; and 
another man, masked, paced rapidly and noiselessly up 
and down the room, until led away somewhere by the 
turbaned servant. 

As I smoked, the secret of that heavy, sickening odor 
was made clear to me. It was the smell of burning 
hashish. Strangely enough, it did not seem to be 
unpleasant any longer, for, although it rather rasped 
my throat at first, I drew large volumes of it into my 
lungs. Lost in lazy reverie and perfect comfort, I tried to 
discover whence came the soft undulating strains of 
music that had greeted me on entering and which still 
continued. They were just perceptible above the silvery 
notes of a crystal fountain in the centre of the room, the 
falling spray from which splashed and tinkled 
musically as it fell from serpents’ mouths into a series of 
the very thinnest huge pink shells held aloft by timid 
hares. The music seemed to creep up through the heavy 
carpet, to ooze from the walls, to flurry, like snowflakes, 
from the ceiling, rising and falling in measured 
cadences unlike any music I had ever heard. It seemed 
to steal, now softly, now merrily, on tiptoe into the 
room to see whether we were awake or asleep, to brush 
away a tear--if tear there was--or gambol airy and 
merrily--if such was our humor--and then as softly, 
sometimes sadly, to steal out again and lose itself in the 
distance. It was just such music as a boatful of fairies 
sailing about in the clear water of the fountain might 
have made, or that with which an angel mother would 
sing its angel babe to sleep. It seemed to enter every 
fiber of the body, and satisfy a music hunger that had 
never before been satisfied. I silently filled my second 

ipe and was about to lapse again into a reverie that 
Patt become delightfully full of perfect rest and comfort 
when my companion, leaning toward me, said: 

“T see that you are fast approaching Hashishdom. Is 
there not a sense of perfect rest and strange, quiet 
happiness produced by it? 

“There certainly is. fel supremely happy, at peace 
with myself and all the world, and all that I'ask is to be 
let alone. But why is everything so magnificent here? Is 
it a whim of the proprietor, or an attempt to reproduce 
some such place in the East?" I asked. 

"Possibly the latter; but there is another reason that 
you may understand better later. It is this: the color and 
peculiar phases of a hashish dream are materiall 
affected by one’s surroundings just prior to the sleep. 
The impressions that we have been receiving ever since 
we entered, the lights, odors, sounds, and colors, are the 
strands which the deft fingers of imagination will 
weave into the hemp reveries and dreams, which seem 
as real as those of everyday life, and always more 
grand. Hashish eaters and smokers in the East 
recognized this fact, and always prior to indulging in 
the drug surrounded themselves with the most pains 
sounds, faces, forms, etc.” 

"I see," I answered dreamily. "But what is there 
behind those curtains that I see moving now and 
again?" The heavy curtains just opposite where we lay 
seemed to shut in an alcove. 

"There are several small rooms there,” said my 
companion, "shut off from this room by the curtains 

ou see move. Each is magnificently fitted up I am told. 
ey are reserved for persons, chiefly ladies, who wish 
to avoid every possibility of detection and at the same 
time enjoy their hashish and watch the inmates of this 
room. 
“Are there many ladies of good social standing who 


come here?" 

"Very many. Not the cream of the demimonde, 
understand me, but ladies. Why there must be at least 
six hundred in this city alone who are habitues. Smokers 
from different cities--Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
and especially New Orleans--tell me that each city has 
its hemp retreat, but none so elegant as this.” 

‘And my companion swallowed another lozenge and 
relapsed into dreamy silence. I too lay back listlessly, 
and was soon lost in reverie, intense and pleasant. 
Gradually the room and its inmates faded from view; 
the revolving dragons went swifter and more swiftly, 
until the flaming tongues and eyes were merged into a 
huge ball of flame, that, suddenly detaching itself with 
a sharp sound from its pivot, went whirling and 
streaming off into the air until lost to sight in the skies. 
Then a sudden silence, during which I heard the huge 
waves of an angry sea breaking with fierce monotony in 
my head. Then I heard the fountain--the musical tinkle 
of the spray as it struck upon the glass grew louder and 
louder, and the notes longer and longer, until the: 
merged into one clear musical bugle note that woke the 
echoes of a spring morning and broke sharp and clear 
over hill and valley, meadowland and marsh, hilltop 
and forest. A gayly caparisoned horseman, bugle in 
hand, suddenly appeared above a hillcrest. Closely 
following, a straggling group of horsemen riding 
madly. Before them a pack of hounds came dashing 
down the hillside baying deeply. Before them I, the fox, 
was running with the speed of desperation, straining 
every nerve to distance or elude them. Thus for miles 
and miles I ran on until at last, almost dead with fright 
and fatigue, I fell panting in the forest. A moment more 
and the cruel hounds would have had me, when 
suddenly a little fieldmouse appeared, caught me by 
the paw, and dragged me through the narrow entrance 
to her nest. My body lengthened and narrowed until 1 
found myself a serpent, and in me rose the desire to 
devour my little preserver, when, as I was about to 
strike her with my fangs, she changed into a beautiful 
little fairy, tapped my ugl black flat head with her 
swan, ancl ae nay facies fell 16 earth resumed my 
human shape.

And the Counterculture wins a foothold 
in the Bible Belt.

Individualism has long been prized in the 
Ozark Mountains. where hillbilly rednecks. 
gun-toting survivalists and born-again 
Christians live side-by-side in somewhat 
peaceful coexistence. But this pioneer trait 
seems to be held in highest esteem in Eureka 
Springs, Arkansas, one of the strangest towns 
in America, a community whose 
self-proclaimed motto is "Where the misfits 
fit." 


In 1984, a bearded, longhaired hippie 
appeared in town. The stranger slept in his 
car, worked odd jobs and called himself 
"Shoo-ie." In_a town filled with eccentric 
characters, Shooie was barely even noticed. 
Before long, however, this energetic hippie 
helped found an underground newspaper 
called The Eureka Triangle and joined the 
local community theater group. 

Although Shooie had been traveling 
Kerouac-style across America for more than a 
decade, he'd never felt at home anywhere. He 
was a drifter. But he loved the way the 
citizens of Eurcka Springs seemed to tolerate 
entric behavior, and he loved the 
gingerbread Victorian homes of the town 
(they're so many of them that they comprise 
the largest historical district of the South). 
And he decided for the first time in his life he 
wanted to stay put. 

There was one thing, however, Shooie did 
not like, and that was the proliferation of fast 
food emporiums and motel chains that were 
taking over the town, the result of a booming 
tourist trade. So, to help put an end to 
reckless development, Shooie decided to run 
for mayor. He cut his hair, put on some 
underwear for the first time in years, and told 
everyone his real name: Richard Schoeninger. 
Remarkably enough. he was elected. 

"I never thought I was the type of person to 
be mavor of anything," admits Schoeninger, a 
lean, intense 41-year-old, whose long blonde 
locks appear freshly bleached. "I spent 20 
years on the edge. A lot of that time my mind 
was pretty anesthetized. My friends and I had 
decided that if the town got really bad, we'd 
just leave. But after I inherited some money, I 
‘stopped drinking for three months and 
decided to make a stand. No one else 
volunteered to run for mayor, so I decided to 
run myself." 

What he was running for was control over 
one of the most colorful towns in America, a 


town built on a springs used by Indians as a 
sacred healing ground. Several tribes 
regularly visited the cave in the center of 
town, including the Creek, Choctow, Osage, 
Shawnee and Sioux. According to legend, a 
basin the size of a small hot tub was carved 
into a rock just outside the cave by an Osage 
chief who discovered the medical benefits of 
bathing in the local spring water. Before long, 
scores of Indians came to sit in the basin for 
the relief of a wide variety of ailments. In 
1855 a hunter named John Gaskins 
discovered the cave. During the Civil War, it 
was turned into a field hospital. The basin 
still exists today. 

Probably the best legend of the town, 
however, concerns the two most famous 
outlaws who ever rode these hills. On a cold 
winter morning in the 1870's, two brothers 
stopped a stage near the outskirts of town 
and ordered five passengers out of their seats. 
One of the travelers wore a clerical collar. 
After the other passengers were stripped of 
their booty, the minister was taken aside. 

"Your companions are notorious gamblers,” 
explained Jesse James, "and we have a 
special reason for robbing them. But we never 
take from preachers, widows and orphans.” 
With those words, Jesse handed over a share 
of the take, warning the minister not to tell 
his traveling companions. 

During the '60s, a new breed of outlaw 
appeared in these hills: dope-smoking 
hippies. Naturally, the river beds of the Ozark 
Mountain streams provided excellent tillage 
for the cultivation of fine cannabis, and quite 
of lot of good weed was planted in the area 
during the early °70s. So much, in fact, that 
Eureka Springs got a mention in HIGH TIMES 
magazine. That innocent mention, however. 
cost the local growers dearly. The Feds moved 
in, put the area through a reign of terror, and 
busted half the hippies in town. Marijuana 
paich hunting replaced turkey hunting as the 
favorite redneck sport in Arkansas. 
Today--like most towns in America--it's easier 
to score coke in Eureka Springs than good 
green herb. 

"I don't see a connection between marijuana 
and drugs,” says Schoeninger. "Marijuana is 
organic, vegetable matter. In terms of public 
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Built in 1901, The Palace Bath House still 

utilizes the original equipment from Victorian 
days. "The works" includes a eucalyptus steam 
tena and a one-hour massage and costs 


burden, the two worst drugs in America are 
alcohol and nicotine. And I would venture to 
say that if you went through all the criminal 
cases involving drugs, and looked to see if 
violent acts were committed, you would find 
the least amount of violence associated with 
marijuana. I don't believe marijuana is a 
stepping stone drug. The solution to our 
national drug problem is education. You have 
to tell people; ‘This is the impact, this is the 
cost, this is the reward, this is the risk.’ I've 
had a very dysfunctional life. ['ve used a lot of 
drugs, abused a lot of drugs. But I don’t think 
drugs were the cause of my behavior. When 
someone is having a problem with drugs, 
they're always the first to know. Do you wake 
up in the morning refreshed and happy? Or 
are you trying to draw some rope through 
your nose just to clean out a space where 
your brain used to be? Of all drugs, I hate 
cocaine the worst. I've seen sadness and pain 
and frustation. But the worst sadness I've 
seen has been the result of cocaine abuse." 

Once a hermit and political nihilist, 
Schoeninger now believes in direct political 
action on the grassroots level. According to 
his theory, the problem with marijuana is 
that it’s illegal, and the solution lies in the 
hands of the country’s 30 to 50 million 
regular users. 
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An elegant example of Victorian architecture, 
the Rosalie house offers tours daily, even though 
it is still maintained as a private residence. 


"The motorcycle movement is a good 
example," he explains. "Some of the most hip 
activism I've seen lately comes from ABATE 
(American Bikers Aiming Toward Education). 
They basically have problems with insurance 
rates and helmet laws and want more 
freedom of choice. Unlike the marijauna 
smokers, who represent nearly a quarter of 
the population, bikers represent only about 
three percent. So they were getting picked off 
one by one. Now, when you show up at an 
ABATE fundraiser, you have to write a letter 
to your Senator or representative just to get 
in the door. They make you write the letter on 
the spot. If you really want to see laws 
change, you have to be willing to donate time 
and money.” 

What would happen if five or ten million 
letters suddenly appeared on Capitol Hill 
supporting cannabis legalization? "I can tell 
you what happens on the state level," says 
Schoeninger. "I was at a legislative meeting at 
the state Capitol and each person in the room 
represented about 50,000 people. This one 
guy stood up and said, These doctors want to 
bring out this bill against holistic healers and 
chiropractors, but I've received nine letters 
against this bill, and the issue is too hot to 
handle.’ Think about it. Nine people were 
motivated to write a letter, and that made a

powerful political statement.” 

Has Schoeninger had any impact during his 
reign as mayor? So far, he’s led a successful 
campaign to keep the local water supply pure 
(the business community wanted to add 
chlorine), he’s raised several thousand dollars 
to refurbish local parks, and he’s forced the 
tourist industry to pick up a bigger share of 
city expenses. 

Schoeninger admits that the first half of his 
tenure as mayor was a wild experience. 
Shortly after he took office, a film company 
moved in to make a feature about the town. 
Titled "Pass the Ammo," the film told the story 
of a band of thieves breaking into the 
headquarters of a crooked TV evangelist. 
Once inside, the thieves change their minds 
and decide to take over the tv show to reveal 
the hypocrisy of the organization to the 
shocked viewers. 

Eureka Springs was chosen as the location 
for the film because it was the home of Gerald 
L.K. Smith, a radio evangelist and well-known 
racist from the ‘30s, who built a seven-story 
statue of Jesus Christ on a mountain 
overlooking the town. In 1968 Smith opened 
the Passion Play, a 3-hour epic outdoor 
drama that draws 260,000 tourists a year. 
The audience sits in an enourmous 4,400 
seat amphitheater and watches the life of 


Jesus enacted on huge set with complete with 
a cast of hundreds, as well as camels and 
horses. 

And if the movie ordeal wasn’t enough, a 
few months later the entire Hell’s Angels 
showed up for a national meeting. "They 
called the sheriffs office and announced they 
were going to be in the area,” says 
Schoeninger. "I didn’t have anything to do 
with it, but I got credit because I'm the ‘biker 
mayor.’ When they arrived, I went out to 
introduce myself. They told me I was the only 
politician they'd ever met; they'd met a lot of 
cops but no politicians. Police were 
everywhere. | said, Jeez, doesn't it weird you 
out to have all these cops around?’ They Said, 
‘No, we like it. It's like having our own escort 
and it keeps the rednecks from trying to prove 
they're as tough as we are. 

In another year, Schoeninger’s term of office 
is up and he’s not sure what's next. He might 
start a cookie company, or he might run for 
office again. "My political philosophy is based 
on the trickle-up theory,” he explains. "I 
believe in the most authority at the lowest 
level. In terms of decision-making, everything 
should be vested at the local level. You take 
care of the people first, and if there’s any 
money left over, that trickles up to big 
government.”

1) Seed selection was limited--Impotent 
Mexican produced impotent domestic. The 
best seed available in the mid '70s was 
Colombian which was very slow to mature into 
full buds before killing frosts stymied their 
development. 

2) People harvested too early--Growers 
wanted to get the plants in before hunting 
season opened. When the plants got really big 
in the late summer they were still vibrant green 
and other vegetation was getting brown. Very 
easy pickings for someone in the woods.

3) Belief that pot was a weed capable of

would become a lush bush without careful 
cultivation. The yield and quality was usually 
poor from these growers. 

As more connoisseur Mexicans and indicas 
started showing up, growers had quality seeds 
that would mature by the midfall before frosts 
and hunters hit the woods. With enlightening 
information, they started caring for their plants 
as if they were prize roses. The value of primo 
buds warranted daily maintenance checks to 
keep the plants at maximum production. Gone 
were the days of throwing seeds in the ground 
during the spring then going back to harvest in 
the fall. Raising high quality hooch became a 
full-time job for the serious cultivator. The

Here’s a multi-variety patch one week after transplanting. Daily watering was required because of 
the prolonged drought. The slope of the hill provided a perfect "angle of incidence" as the sun 
lowered into the south sky during the fall. The sun’s rays were perpendicular to the ground during 
flowering in September and October. On the north side of the garden, a buffer of cedar trees and 
bamboo protected the plants from easy detection and cold autumn winds. A broad opening in the 
woods brought uninterrupted sunshine for eight hours each day. All of the shorter trees and low, 
bushy growth kept the garden concealed until you walked right up to it.

existed. When the officials realized the extent 
of cultivation across the state, the search and 
destroy missions escalated. Soon you were 
hearing about as few as ten plants being 
spotted from choppers. For every plant 
destroyed, there were many more left 
unfound. 

For years every fall saw an abundance of 
buds and prices 
low. One hundred dollars an ounce was the 
common fare. More money was funded for a 
harder crackdown on marijuana cultivation. 
Prices rose as penalties and seizures 
increased. The cost of an ounce of boo went 
up to 150 to 200 dollars and sometimes more. 
The prices are still below what people on the 
West Coast and big cities like New York or 
Chicago pay. 

In much of the country, and especially in 
Tennessee, there's been a major drought 
through the mid '80s. Only this year (1989) 
has there been average or better rainfall for 
the region. The state task force responsible for 
eradicating marijuana has been grounded 
much of the time this summer as a result of 
the nearly daily thunderstorm activity. They've 
admitted that the abundance of moisture has 
been a tremendous boon to the clandestine 
cultivators. Gardens are lusher than ever 
before. Growers have reduced visits to their 
patches which lowers the possibility of 
detection by the ground watchers of the task 
force. Hopefully the weather trend will 
continue and 1989 will prove to be the year of 
a bumper crop of potent buds. 

Most growers maintain only enough plants 
for their own consumption or just enough to 
share with close friends. More attention is 
given to each individual plant resulting in 
higher production in a smaller area. No more 
big fields for the task force to find. 

The government is trying its hardest to make 
it a vicious crime to soulfully nurture one of 
man’s oldest cultivated plants. It’s certainly a 
difficult struggle, but Freedom Farmers must 
continue to practice doing what they heartily 
believe in. Tennesseans still mostly grow 
marijuana out under the sun but more and 
more are switching to indoor systems. Things 
seem to go a little slower here in the South 
and traditional organic farming techniques are 
preferred over high tech, electronically 
controlled ecosystems. The climate and the 
soil gives local buds their unique 
characteristics and when and if the day comes 
where every grower has to move inside, those 
peculiarities will be lost. Let's hope the time 
comes when marijuana can be raised without 
the stresses of concealment forcing the smoke 
to lose it's naturally given quality of taste. e

PLANT OF THE MONTH 


Here is a picture of the freakiest 
plant | have ever seen. | have been 
growing for 23 years and have had 
plants that produced massive 
quantities of excellent bud both 
indoors and out. This plantis 
special enough that we named it Big 
Bertha. 

At harvest she was 41-inches tall. 
She had two main buds and several 
lower ones. By weight we reaped a 
total of eight ounces of bud and 
several ounces of leaves. The 
seeds came from a Hawaiian and 
Afghani cross, but BB was the only 
one to produce like this. 

At harvest | cut the big buds and 
left seyeral lower ones with about 
six inches of the main stalk and set 
the photoperiod back to 18 hours of 
light, six of darkness. BB exploded. 
In eight weeks | have taken 60 
clones and could take a hundred 
more. Most of the clones look like 
they will rival mother.

Enzymes are not fertilizers nor are they nutrients, but 
catalysts in the form of positive-charged particles called Ions. 
‘They have been with us since the beginning of time, for 
without them life could not exist. More than 8,000 enzymes 
have been identified, however, only certain ones work magic 
in the soil.

I'm on my second bookshelf crop. | 
use fluorescent lights, and a pH 
balanced soil mix with a touch of 
vermiculite thrown in. All of the 
known variables between my two 
crops have remained the same with 
the exception of transplanting 

My first crop | transplanted from 
enclosed germination trays to 
Foster's Lager cans to two gallon 
buckets. On my second crop | 
eliminated the Foster's cans. 

My first crop was rootbound. The 
leaves were stunted and plant 
growth was slowed. However the 
nodes were very close together and 
the buds were tight and full. My 
second crop is normal. Large leaves 
and a larger gap between the 
nodes. 

‘Am | correct in assuming that 
rootbinding is the culprit behind 
this? Using lights, | don’t want 
vegetative giants. Would binding the 
roots for a time be as beneficial as it 
appears to be?

Yes. Tight quarters for the roots 
will result in smaller leaves and 
shorter internodes. There is a 
delicate balance between 
rootbinding for smaller plants 
and stunting growth dramatically.

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EATING POT 


After many years of smoking a pack 
of cigarettes a day, | managed to 
kick the habit. It has been one anda 
half years since the foul weed last 
polluted my lungs, which is 
wonderful, but now I find my sinuses 
increasingly sensitive to the sweet 
smoke | still like to indulge in. Bong 
hits in the evening guarantee a 
sinus headache the next morning 
Smoking a doob stuffs me up right 
away. I've found one ceramic pipe 
which seems to cause me fewer 
problems. Even so, my sinuses give 
me fits when | toke. . 

My best friend, who quit smoking 
about the same time | did, says 
she's noticed a congested or tight 
feeling in her lungs that seems to be 
caused or is aggravated by toking 

We've talked about ingesting our 
favorite herb in tea or in food, but 
neither or us can grow safely, and 
for what we have to pay for the stuff, 
it doesn't seem cost effective to do 
anything but smoke it. 

Do you have any suggestions on 
the best way to get off without 
respiratory difficulties? | may soon 
be able to start a grow room. Do! 
want to grow for leaf production (for 
cooking and tea) as well as for bud? 
Or do we want to use bud for teas? 

I've got the various cooking info 
from HT but with each recipe 
needing 1/4-ounce or more, cooking 
with pot seems pretty extravagant. If 
we are going to simply eat it, how 
much would we need to get off? 
What about making up doses in 
quick dissolving gelatin capsules?

If marijuana smoking causes any 
allergic reaction you definitely 
should not indulge. If it is the 
smoke which causes this, a good 
waterpipe or evaporator pipe (as. 
described in the June ’89 HT) may 
solve the problem. 

As you mentioned, eating bud 
can be a very expensive high. 
Most people cannot afford to 
cook up Chef Ra’s recipes 
frequently since his recipes call 
for bud, the most important part 
of the plant. Bud is prized not 
only for its high, but for the taste 
and smoothness of the smoke as 
compared with trim or leaf. 

Leaf and trim are sometimes 
thrown away by growers. They 
also give it away, or sell it for 
very nominal sums. Even though 
these materials are not in 
demand, they often contain 


sizeable amounts of THC. Since 
smoothness and smoking "taste" 
are not important when using 
marijuana for cooking, it seems 
fairly logical to use leaf and trim 
for ingestion. 

THC, the active ingredient in 
marijuana, is oil soluble. That 
means that it dissolves easily i 
oils, fats, and alcohol, but not in 
cold water. Most recipes call for 
marijuana butter or oil rather than 
using the ground leaves. The 
leaves are soaked in oil, butter, or 
alcohol and the filtered infusion 
is used. Depending on the quality 
of weed and a person’s tolerance 
usually 1/3-1/2-gram of marijuana 
is used for every ten pounds 
body weight. 

A few years ago a few readers 
reported experimenting with 
eating pot in capsules. They 
stuffed large gelatin capsules 
(available in many natural food 
stores and homeopathic 

harmacies) with finely ground 

igh quality leaf. Each capsule 
held a little less than a gram of 
weed packed in olive oil. They 
reported getting very high from 
swallowing a few capsules: They 
said that most people would not 
try them because they were big 
and looked weird. 

The various sifters and screens 
being sold today easily separate 
the THC containing glands from 
the rest of the vegetative matter. 
The glands can be used in 
cooking, drinks, or stuffed into a 
capsule. 

Growing a marijuana garden to 
produce leaf may not be 
economical. The costs of 
producing it may be more than it 
can be purchased for. 

Many people who have traveled 
in India have experienced a 
bhang Ihassi. Bhang is made from 
leaf material which is pounded 
and boiled for hours in water or 
preferably a mixture of water and 
milk. Eventually most of the liquid 
boils away and the tiny moist 
particles are rolled into a ball, 
ready to be added to a drink. 
Balls were about 3/4-inch in 
diameter. They are considered 
very intense. 


MARIJUANA X HOPS? 
Can you cross marijuana and hops?

The two species can 
be grafted, but the scion 
characteristics will not be 
affected.

sIiePS TO 
LEGA LIZATION 


PART 2

The marijuana laws must be 
changed. The old saying "God helps 
those who help themselves" is an 
apt phrase for the responsibility we 
all have to change them. The 
government is not going to change 
the laws without some tough work on 
our part so we might as well buckle 
down and get on with the job. 

In the September '89 issue, | 
discussed my experiences in the 
California State Senate and 
Assembly. Four noxious bills died in 
committee because of the efforts of a 
few lobbyists including yours truly. 

The hysterics are still at it. This 
month (May) there are several bills 
coming up which would partially 
dismantle decriminalization. 
Currently possession of under an 
ounce of marijuana in California is 
punishable by a maximum fine of 
$100. One bill proposed in the 
Senate would make a second 
conviction punishable by a minimum 
of ten days in jail. Another bill in the 
Senate would require four months in 
the Youth Detention Center for kids 
convicted of simple possession. A 
third would give CAMP additional 
funding. 

Due to our efforts last month, we 
received several phone calls from 
legislative aides who knew we were 
concerned about these issues and 
wanted to alert us. We have opened 
up a dialog on the drug issue with 
the Attorney General's office and 
have been in consultation with 
counsel and other members of the 
legislative committees which are 
pondering the bills. 

My lobbying career began last 
month. The local NORML chapter 
could find no one else so they asked 
me to speak to committees which 


were pondering repressive anti- 
marijuana legislation. The success of 
this effort leads me to believe that 
we can become an army of 
citizen-lobbyists which can eliminate 
these discriminatory laws. 

The unholy trinity of quack 
"scientists," the legal system (cops, 
D.A.s, judges, lawyers, jailers, and 
probation officers) and DEA funded 
"parents groups" at last have been 
challenged by debate in the 
legislature. Their shallow arguments 
are easily cracked once they are 
given the light of day. The 
repercussions of the proposed 
legislation is so terrible that even 
conservatives can be swayed to 
compromise. 

No law should be more dangerous 
to society than the action which it is 
designed to regulate. The 
criminalization of marijuana is just 
such a law. There are many 
perspectives from which its effects 
can be measured. The first that 
comes to mind, perhaps because of 
its severity, is the criminological. 
Here are a few arguments for 
legalization from that area. 

1) The marijuana laws have been a 
complete failure. When prohibition 
was instituted in 1937, there were 
only 55,000 people estimated to be 
marijuana users in the United States. 
In 1987 there were over 360,300 
arrests for marijuana. 

2) The marijuana laws actually 
increase the crime rate. A very high 
percentage of arrests (49% in 1981) 
are of people under 21. For mostit is 
their first arrest. These people are 
more likely to get into trouble again 
in non- marijuana as well as 
Marijuana related crimes than users 
who have not been arrested. This is 
because of their contact with 


unsavory characters in jail. 

3) The total space used to jail 
marijuana prisoners is astounding. If 
they were released, jail overcrowding 
in some states would be eliminated. 
Of the 360,000 people arrested for 
marijuana in 1987, 140,000 or 40% 
do not make bail, staying in pretrial 
detention ranging from 1-90 days, 
and averaging 45 days for a total of 
6,300,000 prisoner days (PDs). The 
other 60% spend an average of 
three days in jail before making bail 
or being released on their own 
recognizance, for 660,000 PDs. This 
accounts for about 6,960,000 PDs a 
year or about 19,068 people in jail at 
any time for suspicion of marijuana 
law violations. Twelve and a half 
percent of federal prisoners are in jail 
for marijuana law violations. 

There are no statistics on 
marijuana law enforcement however 
we can make some estimates: 

One percent are found guilty and 
jailed 10-90 days averaging 50 days. 
This comes to a total of 180,000 
PDs. 

One percent are found guilty and 
jailed for six months to one year, 
averaging nine months, totaling 
328,500 PDs. 

One percent are jailed 1-3 years, 
averaging 24 months, or 2,638,000 
PDs. 

One percent are jailed for longer 
than three years, averaging 36 
months or 3,942,000 PDs. 

The total number of prisoner jail 
days served for marijuana law 
offences is 7,078,500 or 19,393 
people in jail each day. Totaled with 
those 19,068 people in pretrial 
detention, the figure comes to 
16,620,000 PDs or about 38,461 
prisoners in jail every day. 

These are conservative statistics. 


Does society want the high 
percentage of nonviolent, 
noncriminal types to experience jail? 
Couldn't the resources spent on 
marijuana law enforcement be better 
spent fighting more serious criminal 
activities? 

4) Approximately 65,000,000 people 
use marijuana occasionally or on a 
regular basis. This represents 28% 
of the total 1981 US population. For 
the vast majority of them, the use of 
a restricted substance is the only 
serious illegal act they commit. 
Criminalizing a sizeable proportion of 
the population is a dangerous move 
for society. With drug testing, a large 
part of the population is threatened 
with criminal problems for a relatively 
innocuous act. 

5) The marijuana laws are making a 
sizeable minority of citizens who fear 
the police in the course of ordinary 
living. This makes it more difficult for 
the police to function since they do 
not have the confidence of a large 
portion of the citizenry. Were there 
No laws prohibiting marijuana use, 
these citizens would have no fear of 
law enforcement and would probably 
not have as hostile an attitude 
towards the police. They would be 
more helpful in criminal 
investigations 


6) Marijuana laws tie up police 
resources. Since police agencies 
function on limited budgets, careful 
budgeting is required to fight crime 
efficiently. 

Enforcing the marijuana laws limits 
the resources that can be used to 
fight violent crime. In 1981, 
nationwide marijuana arrests totaled 
more than the arrests for arson, 
manslaughter, rape, stolen property, 
vandalism and sex offenses 
combined. Based on the number of 
arrests, marijuana enforcement 
accounts for 4.7% of total police 
resources nationwide. 

7) The marijuana laws lower the 
morale of law enforcement agencies 
for other reasons, other than the 
allocation of resources. Most police 
probably recognize that marijuana’s 
use is a benign attraction and that 
enforcement generates hostility from 
its generally law-abiding citizenry. 
Law enforcement officers know that 


all the arrests do not deter the 
aficionado from its use. 

According to the Shafer 
Commission, "a majority of 
prosecutors agree that the existing 
marijuana laws do not deter people 
from initiating use, nor users from 
using regularly or from transferring 
small amounts for little or no 
consideration."* The law 
enforcement officers’ work involving 
marijuana is totally in vain, 
accomplishing nothing but placing 
people in a confrontational path with 
the law. At the same time, law 
enforcement's credibility in the 
community is jeopardized. 

8) Because of the high risk factors in 
the marijuana business, commercial 
Marijuana law victims often attempt 
to bribe law enforcement agents. In 
fact, at least 80 Georgia lawmen and 
public officials have been accused of 
serious offenses in the '80s. 

ik, regional director of the 
4 here have been so 
many public officials arrested and 
indicted in this state, it's like going 
back to moonshine days." Among 
those arrested were nine police 
officers, eight Coast Guard sailors, 
six sheriffs, six deputy sheriffs, two 
police chiefs, two county 
commissioners, two state troopers, 
two deputy prison wardens, a 
narcotics squad secretary, an agent 
of the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation, a county prison 
warden, a state forest ranger and a 
state senator who promised 
protection for drug smugglers if they 
financed his bid for governor. 

tis inevitable that police are 
corrupted by a profitable illicit trade 
without victims. Relatively low-paid 
law enforcement officials cannot be 
expected to resist inducements that 
sometimes equal their yearly salary. 

Earlier this year | was asked to 
speak at the July 4 anti-marijuana 
law rally in Washington, DC. | 
decided to bring my family along, 
since my son is interested in 
Revolutionary War leaders and the 
seat of government. 

Before the rally we spent a few 
days touring museums, monuments 
and the mall, where the Smithsonian 
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Museum presents an American 
Folklife Festival every summer. This 
year the Hawaiian, American Indian 
and French coastal cultures were 
featured. Song, dance, food, and 
work traditions were all explored. 

Although we enjoyed pleasant 
weather on the preceding days, the 
4th was marked by thunderstorms 
and sheets of rain. But despite the 
weather, the day-long 
anti-marijuana-law July 4 rallies were 
a success. Unfortunately, 
Independence Day festivities 
pre-empted any in-depth coverage 
by the media. This has been the 
fatal flaw of the July 4 rallies since 
their inception twenty years ago. 

The July 4th fireworks presented a 
telling commentary on the present 
administration. They were massive 
and almost an hour long, with some 
beautiful individual explosions, but 
there was no theme or style. The 
show looked like it had been 
designed by amateurs. Last summer 
| saw a much more modest display in 
a small town in the parched midwest. 
Towards the end of the show, 
fireworks placed on a giant frame 
were lit to create a big fish flying in 
the air. A hopeful paean to the gods 
of rain, | suppose. It was certainly 
more poignant than the larger show. 

Before we left DC we decided to 
visit our Congressman, Ron 
Dellums. We didn't get to speak with 
him, but saw his aide, Charles 
Stephenson. Representative 
Dellums favors changing marijuana 
laws, which he sees as a waste. He 
is one of the few politicians 
courageous enough to speak 
forthrightly on the issue. He fairly 
represents his district, which is very 
progressive 

Mr. Stephenson did not hold out 
much hope for rational marijuana 
legislation in the foreseeable future. 
Instead he sees a continuation of 
drug hysteria. His one suggestion 
for NORML was that it start aligning 
itself with other human rights and 
progressive organizations, so that it 
is part of the wave when progressive 
policies become popular again. 

My wife proposed that, as long as 
we were in the building, we go visit 
the office of the Select Committee on 
Narcotics Abuse and Control. 
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Representative Charles Rangel is 
the chairman of the committee. We 
saw James Alexander, one of his 
aides. Mr. Alexander basically 
agrees with former president Reagan 
and President Bush that we need a 
“no drug" policy. The prevailing 
sentiment on the committee is that 
the idea of prioritizing the fight 
against drugs, that is, going after the 
Most dangerous ones first, is 
ridiculous to them. 

The argument is that one drug 
leads to another. Legislation would 
send the wrong signal. Marijuana 
makes you totally spacey. When | 
pointed out that the use of two legal 
drugs, alcohol and tobacco, occurs 
without repressive laws, Mr. 
Alexander said that this was 
because of educational campaigns. 
| replied, "Exactly." When he 
realized what he had said, he tried to 
extricate himself by saying that 
campaigns like that couldn't work for 
other drugs because they were 
different. 

Mr. Alexander claimed that the 
Dutch experiment was a total failure. 
| replied that the Dutch thought the 
laws were working. On the other 
hand, the marijuana laws in the US 
are not working. In 1937, when the 
federal law was enacted, there were 
estimated to be 50,000 marijuana 
users in the country. Now there are 
50,000,000. That doesn’t sound like 
a success story. He said that more 
funds were needed to fight the war. 
That we really haven't thrown our full 
resources at the problem. 

If these are Representative 
Rangel’s viewpoints, then he suffers 
from a Westmoreland complex. 
During the Vietnam War, when 
General Westmoreland saw that his 
tactics weren't working, he redoubled 
his efforts (sent tens of thousands 
more troops to the front) using the 
same failed strategies. Of course 
this approach was doomed to fail. 

Before | left, | asked Alexander to 
relay my message to the 
Congressman, but he refused to do 
it, saying Rangel rejected any 
compromise in the War on Drugs. 
Meanwhile, in Rangel's 
congressional district, Harlem, a vial 
of crack is cheaper and more 
available than a joint. This street 


reality alone should send the 
message to Rangel. Your theories 
are wrong. Your tactics won't work. 
And your policies are causing untold 
agony to millions of people because 
these policies are responsible for the 
crack epidemic and the jailing of 
recreational marijuana users. 

While writing this article | received 
a call from Dr. Todd Mikuriya, a 
long-time marijuana activist. He had 
some harsh words regarding 
Congressman Rangel. "Rangel is to 
be held responsible for the 
thousands of additional cases of 
AIDS among his constituents. It is 
well known that Harlem citizens have 
a higher rate of IV exposure to AIDS 
than many other communities. He 
has been a staunch opponent of 
needle exchange, and has recently 
authored a bill to remove funding 
from any government-supported 
agency with such a program. His 
statements at the September 29, 
1988 hearings (about legalization of 
drugs) proved that he knows little 
about the complexity of drug 
problems within his constituency. He 
is part of the problem, not the 
solution. | doubt that many New 
York black leaders would support his 
stand." 

Since Mr. Alexander refuses to tell 
Representative Rangel what citizens 
from all over the United States think 
of his policies, he will have to hear it 
directly from us. His address is:

| read a recent issue of HIGH 
TIMES that listed laws for the 50 
states. | noticed that Rhode Island is 
still in the Middle Ages. A kilogram 
(2.2 Ibs) is. a mandatory ten year 
sentence. That means that anyone 
18-90 years old who grows a few 
good plants could go away for ten 
years. I'm glad to see that Rhode 
Island has it's priorities straight. 
Murderers, killers, coke dealers and 
rapists need only wait in an 
overcrowded jail for release until a 
mellow, working pot-head gets 
caught with a mature Hawaiian in 
his Backyard. 

In most parts of the country, jails 
are at capacity. Each additional 
head means early release for a 
hardcore criminal. Rhode Island 
cops who think that’s funny, should 
think again. | live in a state that's 
mellow towards weed (jail is rare). 
My policy is to run from the cops if 
possible, but not to offer resistance. 
If | lived in Rhode Island, I'd carry a 
gun and possibly fight it out. 

Now for my tip about cloning. A 
friend of mine who worked in a 
nursery taught me this method. | 
use Metro-Mix 350 (which | buy at a 
nursery), nine ounce plastic cups, 
Rootone, Upstart B-1 

Drill holes through the bottoms of 
all the cups. 

Fill the nine-ounce cups with the 
mix. 

Mix three tablespoons Upstart B-1 
per gallon of lukewarm water. Stir, 
don't shake. 

Water the cups until thoroughly 
soaked. 

Poke a hole in the mix to the 
bottom of the cup using a 3/8-inch 
dowel or capped magic marker. 

Cut the clones from the plants 
with sharp scissors. Dull ones will 
crush the stems. 

Put the clones in water 
immediately and cut the stem again 
1/4-1/2 inch above the first cut. This 
should be done under water so 
there’s no chance of air bubbles at 
the stem end. [An air bubble does 
not allow water to reach the end 
of the stem—Ed.] Cut the leaves off 
too. When the trimming is complete 
there should be only one small leaf 
set at the top. 

Lift the clone out of the water, dip 
in Rootone (which | think is the best 
rooting hormone mix), and tap off 
excess powder. 

Immediately place the clone in the 
hole in the center of the mix and

Keep the cuttings under 
fluorescent tubes, keep the 
temperature at 70 degrees, water 
daily with the Upstart-water mix. 
Mist a few times a day with tap 
water. 

In 5-7 days discontinue the 
Upstart and use plain water. Add a 
dilute solution of high nitrogen 
fertilizer once the clones have 
noticeable roots. 

The entire process should take no 
more than two weeks.

Incandescent lights are the most 
expensive source of light to use. 
They do not cost much to buy, 
but they are the most inefficient 
converter of electricity to light. A 
fluorescent lamp is about three 
times as efficient and a high 
pressure sodium lamp up to six 
times. 

If you do not have the money 
for an HPS at least convert to 
fluorescents. The perimeter of the 
garden should be lined with 
reflective material.

Some greenhouse supply 
companies sell highly reflective 
greenhouse silver paint. The 
cheapest highly reflective 
material is aluminum foil. The 
shiny side reflects the light in 
“hot spots,” the dull side 
disperses the light more evenly. 
Aluminum foil does best in areas 
where it will not be moved, since 
it tears easily with movement. 
Silvered gift wrap is also 
inexpensive and usually comes in 
50-foot rolls. Astrolon, mylar and 
other special reflective materials 
are much more expensive.

Ten years ago, independent records were 
produced exclusively by "punk" or "new 
wave" music acts but for the last few years 
psychedelic music has been taking over as 
the music of choice on indie labels. Here are

LS: The Bambi Slam is not an 
independent ‘record, it's on Warner Brothers, 
‘but it's been marketed to look just like an 
independent, probably because WB figures 
they've got a budding genius on their hands 


(in the tradition of ot Tubular Bells, the whole 
record was written, produced, arranged and 
performed by somebody riamed Roy). The 
first time | played The Bambi Slamit 
sounded pretty good: upbeat, fast rock 'n’ 
roll sung by a woman with a very strange 
voice. Then | noticed that my record player 
had been set at the wrong speed--45 RPM. 
At the proper speed, this record became 
dreary, boring sludge rock at its worst, The 
only reason | can think of that Warner 
Brothers Records put a peace sign on the 
cover (badly drawn, | might add), is that 
Prince, another self-styled, pretentious, 
corporate rocker, also used a peace sign on 
a record cover recently. Record company 
executives must figure that peace sells. 


Allfans of early "70s 
tock should listen to the latest from King's X, 
Gretchen Goes To Nebraska (Megatorce). 
Their approach to heavy metal is similar to 
bands like Queen, Uriah Heep, or Rush, but 
King’s X has a more listenable, commercial 
‘sound, Although this is only their second 
album, King’s X are already successful 
commercially. One listen to Gretchen Goes 
To Nebraska and you'll know why. 


STREET MUSIC?: The other day, | picked 
up a platter | hadn't seen in over twenty 
years--Silver Apples. | guess they were the 
first-ever synthesizer band, since alll of the 
music was produced by vocals, percussion 
or electronic instruments.

Jack Webb understood that television is a 
medium that doesn't necessarily require 
subtlety. No cop has ever been more 
serious than Joe Friday and few shows have 
ever been funnier than Dragnet. The '50s 
episodes were brilliant: poker-faced old men 
in worn-out suits, relentlessly chain 
smoking, unyielding in their quest for just 
the facts." There was no romance here, no 
eX, No cowboys with machine guns, just 
Friday and Gannon doing their jobs. They 
were cops. And when flower power came in, 
Jack was right there to show us just how 
trying the times really were. | remember one 
particularly potent episode that highlighted 
some teenagers tripping on LSD, doing such 
zany things as chewing on trees and eating 
paint at an acid party. The climax of the 
show came when Friday caught a young 
man with a pawful of sugarcubes. 

"What's in your hand, son?" Friday asked 
the bewildered youth. 

"Keys, man. Keys to the kingdom," the 
young man beamed, shortly betore 
hallucinating that he was a train. "WHOO, 
WHOO!!! I'M A TRAIN, MAN!" he bellowed, 
knocking over a table. Sure it was 
exploitative, alarmist, hyped-up, antihippie 
trash, but it was also funny, perverse, 
absurd, highly entertaining and dated the 
moment it hit air, cruising the fine fine 
between the ridiculous and the sublime. 

They don't make ‘em like that anymore. 
The only drugs you're going to see on the 
tube now are the evil undertakings of tough 
talking thugs who would walk on their 
grandmother's throats for a fast 
buck--slicked back gangsters who peddle 
crack to schoolgirls. And they always get 
what they deserve, namely filled with lead 
by the resident cop-hero, butchered with Uzi 
fire because violence never goes out of 
style.

Things are so repressive these days that 
no one even smokes cigarettes on TV 
anymore except for the heaven-sent Peg 
Bundy, who is not afraid to stab her 
smoldering butt into her breakfast plate.

(One has to wonder if Kelly and Bud are 
smoking pot in the schoolyard). 

Gone also is the funny drunk. Broadcast 
television stands up as a barometer of the 
state of our culture, and in these times of 
drug and drink paranoia, drunks are no 
laughing matter. The other night | was doing 
a little research, watching an old episode of 
One Day at a Time, and the biggest guffaws 
were coaxed out of the studio audience by 
the basest of slapstick--Ms. Romano's 
ex-hubby, tanked to the gills, creating a 
brouhaha in a restaurant, staggering 
through the first half of the show in his 
underwear. The next day, even his 
hangover was funny. | guarantee you will 
not see this scene repeated soon without 
endless preaching and most likely a pitch for 
Alcoholics Anonymous. (Which isn't 
necessarily a bad thing, but you know, 
there’s a time and a place...)

they used to run, with an animated rabbit as 
the spokesman. The message was "it's OK 
to share a carrot (read fae) with some 
friends" but stay away from hard drugs. Very 
sensible. What we've got now is a political 
situation where the networks have been 
emasculated by this War On Drugs; no 
broadcaster in his right mind is going to 
show anything that even remotely appears 
to glorify drug use, be it booze, buds or 
blow.

Yep, it can be a mighty daunting thing for 
the casual comic consumer to wander into a 
comic shop expecting to find something to 
read. Comic shops by the thousands have 
been springing up all over the place for the 
last 15 years, to the point of taking over from 
newsstands as the primary distribution 
pipeline for graphic-story thingamabobs of 
all types. But unlike bookstores, where 
things are arranged by subject for the 
convenience of the browsing reader, comic 
shops are set up with the huge dollar-armed 
horde of adolescent fanboys in mind--which 
means the things are jumbled together by 
publisher, with this week's shipment of new 
‘ones featured up front so the little vultures 
can, with a minimum of effort, swoop in and 
grab their ration of two of each (one to read, 
‘one to bag). 

But let's say by lucky happenstance you 
ain't a trolling teenage comic-book omnivore 
stocking the archives, or even an outwardly 
normal adult with a long-nurtured fondness 
for endless superhero sagas and/or whining 
tales of alienated mutants--where does that 
leave you? In the dark, if you don’t know 
exactly what you're looking for. But 
persevere--try not to be too put off by the 
‘overwhelming supply of xerox-similar puerile 
product, because lurking behind all that 
embarrassing stuff are a few pretty swell 
examples of artful, visual narratives that jazz 
the eyes and jack the brain, Herewith are a 
dozen good reasons to brave the chittering 
fanboy swarm: 

1) Yummy Fur (Vortex, bimonthly) 

My current favorite of all regularly 

ublished comics, Chester Brown's 
indescribably wacky meditation on sex, 


defecation, and the life of Jesus Christ never 
ceases to wig me out. One of the few books 
‘on today's scene that packs the obsessive 
energy, singularly depraved vision, and 
subversive belief system of the best 60s 
undergrounde, Long may it offend. 

2) Neat Stuff (Fantagraphics, 3x yearly) 
Far too infrequent mag-sized comic by 
prime wackster Peter Bagge, a graduate of 

the HolmstronvKing goofball school and 
ex-editor of Weirdo (85-87, its best years). 
Bagge has grown remarkably from his 
beer/vomit/snot gag days, beautifully 
stylizing his idiosyncratic drawing technique 
and créwbarring depth under his characters’ 


skins. The sense that his best work is still to 
come spits out of every snazzier-than-the- 
last issue. 

3) Melody (Kitchen Sink, quarterly) 

The better of the two stripper/exotic- 
dancer comics this small underground- 
surviving publisher puts out. Omaha, The 
Cat Danceris the other, and while it ain’t 
bad it lacks the verisimilitude, dark 
undercurrent, and ingenuous sincerity of 
Melody, the autobio of pro-wiggler Sylvie 
Rancourt, drawn by Jacques Boivin. 

4) Love & Rockets (Fantagraphics, 
quarterly) 

My interest in this one waxes and wanes 
according to its creators’ inconsistent grasp 
of their material. Artists/writers/brothers 
Jaime and Gilbert Hernandez excel at 
depicting their characters in 
microcosm--Jaime's teenage girl-punk 
clique, and Gilbert's Central American 
village on the edge of forever--but seem 
unsteady when they attempt to cross over 
into the larger, more complex real world, 
Nonetheless, this crowd-pleaser's always 
worth the buy, ‘cause both siblings are ace 
scribblers and storytellers. 
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5) American Splendor 

Drano-throated agitprop-spouting 
Letterman guest and crusty Cleveland crank 
Harvey Pekar self-publishes this annual 
collection of illustrated vignettes ripped from 
the notebook of his mundane life (illustrated 
by a variety of pensmen). Voyeuristically 
fascinating and nakedly self-revealing stuff 
that pays off not with perfunctorily 
engineered narrative resolutions but 
cumulatively effective stench of life 
epiphanies. 

6) Weirdo (Last Gasp, quarterly) 

Could be considered the Zap of the '80s, 
if that sort of lame-hype comparison means 
anything to you. Best way to keep up with R. 
Crumb (he provides a cover and eight page 
story every issue), and sample some of the 
Most interesting new bent talents from the 
underbelly 


7) World War Ill Illustrated 

Descendant of such politically strident 
undergrounds as Slow Death, this sort-of 
annual is the brainchild of a group of NYC 
rabblerousers led by Seth Tobocman, Eric 
Drooker, and Peter Kuper. Addresses 
issues that affect the planet, the 
neighborhood, and the body with a 
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hardboiled realism and capacity for outrage 
far to too scarce in these morally lean times. 
8) Lone Wolf and Cub (First, monthly) 
Comics are a mega-biz in Japan, and this 
‘samurai super-saga is one of the most 
popular (spawned a series of movies). Like 
most Jap-comics, this one’s far bloodier 
than roundeyes are used to (lots of slashing 
swords, splashing blood, and severed 
limbs), but a lot slower-paced as well, so

eager adolescents'll probably get antsy 
between gore-fixes. It's obviously meant for 
adults, as evidenced by Kazuo Koike's 
writing, pregnant with moral nuance, and 
Goseki Kojima’s art, alternating airy 
brushstrokes with speedfreakishly dense 
detail. 

9) Akira (Epic/Marvel, monthly) 

Another import from the Land of the 
Rising Sun, this one’s a near-future, 
post-bomb, motorcycle-punk story colorized 
for Yankee consumption. Writer/artist 
Katsuhiro Otomo’s vision is highly 


cinematic (he directed an Akira animated 
feature that's available on vid-cassette) with 
a sharply-rendered drawing style bound to 
be buyer-friendly an this side of the Pacific 

10) Kings In Disguise {Kitchen Sink, 
bimonthly) 

Asix-issue mini-series that'll be wrapped 
by the time you read this, Kings In Disguise 
is well-worth tracking down (see your 
back-issue pusher). The plainly told story of 
a young boy's search for his father in the 
Depression's hobo-underground, this is that 
shamefully rare kind of solidly satisfying 
work that pops up out of nowhere, orphaned 


from tedious mainstream traditions, that 
should be the very stuff that comprises that 
mainstream . 

11) Reid Fleming, World's Toughest 
Milkman (Eclipse) 

Infuriatingly infrequent (three issues in 
three years), this is a dizzyingly 
extraordinary piece of hilarity from 
artistwriter David Boswell. It's the insane 
story of a vicious sociopath rebounding his 
way through a circus sideshow of 
unpleasant freaks and whiners, to 
consistently surprising ends. This is one of 
those things that makes you shake your 
head in awed wonder, and get increasingly 
cranky as you wait months/years for the 
next issue (Boswell's supposedly been 
working on a Reid Fleming screenplay) 
More! 

12) Black Kiss (Vortex, monthly) 

Perhaps it's disingenuous of me to 
include this, because | edit the thing (and 
profit by its success), but hell--if | didn’t get it 
for free I'd be buying it, ‘cause it gives me 
the same sick thrills that novels by Charles. 
Willeford, Jim Thompson, and James Ellroy 
do. Writer/artist Howard Chaykin is already 
‘one of the slickest, most graphically 
arresting artists in the biz, and with this he 
proves he's one of the best writers in comics 
as well (which is a real achievement, even 
though good comic writers are about as 
plentiful as pogosticks at an amputees’ 
caren) Buy it and make me 
rich.@
